Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 10/24/06 forms the basis for this office action. In said 
Amendment applicant substantially amended claims 23-27, 29 and 31-42 at least 
through substantial amendment of independent claims 23 and 29 and through 
substantial amendment of dependent claims 39-42.
